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Cataloguing. 



Directions for cataloguing township library books are given 
on ppges XV to xivii of the "List of Books for Township Li- 
braries ia Wisconsin 1906 and 1907." 

Before beginning the work of cataloguing a library, the 
directions for doing the work should first be carefully studied. 
The books for which the cards are indicated in the list 
above mentioned and in the supplementary list should first be 
catalogued. Then those books which are not on the township 
library list can be catalogued by the beginner with some assur- 
ance of success. 

The emphasis in making out a card catalog of books in a 
school library should be laid on subjects and subject analytics. 
By a subject card is meant one which has as its heading a sub- 
ject which the hook as a whole treats of. Examples of two 
such cards will be found at the bottom of page xxv in the 
list of '06-'07. By a subject-analytic card is meant a card which 
has as its beading a subject which is treated of on certain pages 
of a book. Examples of such cards are found on p. xxvii of the 
'06-'07 printed list. See also card No. 3 on page 85 of the 
present list. 

More subject-analytics could be used with profit in the case 
of many of the books. When the teacher in planning lessons 
is looking up references to be assigned on a certain subject and 
finds that subject discussed on certain pages of a certain book, 
but finds no card in the catalog which tells this fact, he should 
then make out such a card and put it in itis proper place in the 
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card catalog. In this way the card catalog will be growing 
more helpful the longer it is used and the card catalogs of dif- 
ferent schools will vary in accordance with the needs and 
methods of instruction in those schools. The cards indicated in 
the printed lists should be considered as a basis on which 
should be built a catalog of the greatest possible usefulness. 

On the author cards should be indicated all that is shown on 
the first card on p. xxxiii in. the list for 1906-'07 and on 
card N'o. 1 on page 85 of this pamphlet. In addition there 
should be indicated what other cards have been made out for 
that particular book. This may be written on the lower part 
of the card or on the reverse side, preferably the latter. Then, 
should a book be lost or destroyed, ihe cards for that book can 
easily be withdrawn from the card catalog. The scope of the 
work will also be indicated by these headings. 

An example of a title card is given on the lower part of 
] age xxiii of the list for 1906-'07 and as card No. 4 on page 
85 of the present list 

On page xviii of the '06-'07 list is given a table of clas? 
numbers, according to the Dewey decimal system. This table 
is an abridgment made for use in cataloguing small school 
libraries. On page xix is given a similar table according to 
the Cutter expansive system. For the sake of convenience these 
tables are repeated in the back of the present list. For libraries 
in which these abridged tables may not be sufficient, suggestions 
are made further on. 

Unless the cataloguing has already been started on the Cutter 
system, the Dewey system should by all means be used. On the 
catalog cards and on the labels placed on the back of the books 
there should be written the class numbers, unless the book is a 
work of fiction and has ho class number. This will bring all 
books of the same class together on the shelves, and will be en- 
tirely sufficient for schools having a small library, and that 
means at least all rural schools. 

If, in the larger school libraries, it is desired to have the 
books on the shelves arranged not only by classes, but also by 
authors and titles in a class, then it will be necessary to secure 
a Cutter alphabetic order table. Such a table may be secured 
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from the Library Bureau, Chicago, for $1.25. With the table 
are sent rules for its use. 

The "A. L. A. Catalog/' of 1904, is a valuable aid in cata- 
loguing a library. This may be secured for the sum of fifty 
cents, cloth, or twenty-five cents, paper, from the Superintend- 
ent of Public Documents, Washington, D. C. Another book 
which would be useful in this connection is the *^\bridged 
Decimal Classification and Relativ Index," which may be ob- 
tained from the Library Bureau, Chicago, at a cost of $1.50. 
Of especial value in this publication is the subject index, which 
will help determine the correct class number of a book. ^^Cat- 
aloging for Small Libraries," by Theresa Hitchler, may be 
obtained from the Wisconsin Free Library Commission. The 
price is fifteen cents. This pamphlet gives information which 
will make the use of the publications already mentioned more 
effective. Of the same general character as the last mentioned 
work, and supplementing it in certain respects, is "Cataloging : 
Suggestions for the Small Public Library," by Esther Craw- 
ford — Library Bureau, Chicago, price twenty-five cents. 

By means of the instnictions given in the publications above 
mentioned, relatively large school libraries in villages and the 
smaller cities may be catalogued with success, provided the 
directions are first carefully studied and then adhered to. 

MENDING AND REBINDING. 

Directions far mending books and suggestions as to rebinding 
are given on pages xlvii to liii of the list for 1906-'07. Books 
in the smaller libraries are seldom rebound. As a consequence 
such libraries are likely to contain books which disfigure the 
shelves by their tattered appearance and serve to repel rather 
than attract the interest of the children in library reading. 
Every school should become a regular customer of some good 
book-binder. The rebinding of books is an important means 
of economy in maintaining a library, for a book which has been 
rebound will last several times as long as the original binding 
of the same book 
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On the opposite page are given examples of cards used 
in cataloguing. Of these' cards, the title card is of the least 
importance and may often be omitted. • 

The cards are made out for book No. 760 on the supple- 
mentary list. As will be seen by referring to the description 
under the number referred to, at last two more subject- 
analytic cards should be made out for this book. The size of 
the cards is reduced, the standard size being 3x5 inches. 

On the reverse side of the author card should be written the 
heading of every other card made out for this book. 

The author number is omitted, as it is unnecessary in a rural 
school library. If it is desired to use author numbers, a Cutter 
alphabetic order table, already referred to, should be procured. 

It must not be inferred from the illustrations of cards on 
the opposite page that the name of the author must be written 
wholly between the two vertical lines. It should begin next 
to the vertical line at the left and extend to the right as far as 
may be necessary. 

The illustrative cards here given differ in certain details 
from the cards in the '06-'07 list. These variations however 
are not important. Teachers must use their judgment in 
deciding which forms to use. The changes made have been in 
the direction of the standard forms.
